"Abraham TJncoln had a strong 
belief in the signiUcance of dreams, 
but his greatest dream was the 
American dream." This was tbe 
opinion expressed by Dr. Benjamin 
P. TbonMs tat the tbtod Blaaer Lec- 
ture of the IMS-M aeries, presented 
Wednesday evening tn the College 
of Education Auditorium. 

Dr. Thomas is executive secretary 
of the Abraham Lincoln Association 
in Springfield, in., and is the author 
of several books on the 18th Presi- 
dent. He was introduced l>y Dr. Wil- 
liam D. Oilliam Jr.. associate pro- 
fessor of history at UK. 

Dr. Thomas, speaking on "Lin- 
coln's Democratic Faith." said that 
Lincoln's imwavering belief in the 
American democratic tradition 
found its greatest inspiration in the 
Declaration of Inde|>endence. 

"Lincoln felt that the core of tin 
Declaration was in tin 
that all men are rreatid tipi.il ; 
that they have the rii;hi to liir. lib- 
eity. and the pursuit ol happiness 
1)1 Thomas said "And he lxlie\ri! 
that Ihe purixi.se ol goveriuneiu i- 
io make this declaration a reality. 
To Lincoln, the Declaration of In- 
(li pendeiu e meant a great deal 
mure than the mere fact that it 
I severed tbe bond of tbe colonies 
with Bogland."

I heartilv concur with tlx* 
efforts toward such an increase as do most of us 
here at I'K However r«-ceiit news stories xour 
editorial included, stressed minor points which 
iteed clarifying. I believe. 1 refer to your .sentenc<' 
in tlx* editorial of Jan. 15 which said "Korean 
veterans do not get their tuition paid by the gov- 
eriuneut, so the total income derived from federal 
sources must ctmie from the rent collected from 



Cooperstovvn and Shavvncclovvn. .\clually, Korean 
veterans do get their tuition paid by the govern- 
ment; what xou mean is that this tuition, unlike the 
provisions of F.L. 16 and P.L. 346, is not paid 
directiv' to the school but rather a flat sum is paid 
the Korean \ et and from this he aiuat |»y his 
tuition, lNx>ks and Ixmd. 

It was obviously the intent of coogross diat A* 
tuition ot th< kor( an \ et he |).tid. The new method 
of iiav incut was thought to be mure satisfaoiory 
than the old in that it eliminated the possibility of 
collusion Ix'tween students and certain fictttious 
' scluKils . The terms uf the new bill do not saom 
(jiiite as liberal as the old World War H terms were 
(ijli I the subsist«'nce allowance was raised hut they 
arc certainly as liberal as tlu- ternw were when 1 
Mrtt enrolled under P L. 346 right after World War 
II. UK's problem should 1m' thounht of as one in 
whic4i we lack Korean vets in as large numbers as 
was first anticipated, not diat "the government 
doesn't pay their tuition". 

It is true we are out some monev hy virtue of 
the fact that tlx- VN'orld \N'ar M vets all were 
(ha rued mit-of-state tuition fees, regardless of 
w here tlx-y came from w ith I'ncle Sugar pax inir 
the dillerence. Keutuckv Korean vets now pav onl\ 
ill-state fees. 1'his does represent some loss. Hut 
w< had several years to prepare ior this and the 
people of the state should have realized that a 
greater staff unixersifx wasn't going to be buih on 
federal funds, local cHort is needed now as it was 
needed before 1945. Tlie (d Bill merely servetf as 
a finger in the dike.

English Rental Library 

Started On A Shoestring 



«y WOOOBOW HALL 
The most extraordinary library 
on the campus is the result of a 
move tn 1033 by members of the 
English Department to help students 
get the books they needed when 
they couldnt afford to buy them 

Tlir English Departmrnl Icndinc 
library was started by the selliiiK 
of minieoKraphed copies of reading 
material to freshawn fbr five cents 
each. 

Dr. George K. Brady, now head 
of the library, explained that "over

The library receives no depart - 
mctilal funds or funds of anv kmc!, 
hut siipixirts Itself entirely with the 
small rental fee it charges When 
the first txiok.s were boiiKlit the 
rinlal ratr was threr rrnts a day.

posit of one dollar by the person 
borrowing a book. When the book 
is returned, tlie unspent portion of 
the dollar is returned to the bor- 
rower. For example: if a book is 
kept for two weeks. 30 cents of the 
dollar will be forfeited as rent, and 
thr borrowrr will receive 70 cents 
upon iirreniirrmc the t)ook.
